M a dr id , A u g. 2 4 —Anti-German manifes­ 
tations were commenced here Sunday by an 
immense demonstration on the Prado at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon. 
More than 40,000 
people assembled and listened to speeches in 
French and Spanish denouncing Bismarck1* 
action in taking possession of the Caroline 
islands. 
The chief speaker was a Spanish 
colonel in full uniform. 
He said that the 
object 
of 
the 
meeting 
was 
not 
to 
insult 
Germany , 
but 
Spanish rig hts 
must be proclaimed and protected. 
After 
the meeting the crowd marched throug h 
the street» with banners fly ing , g rowing 
more enthusiastic as they adv anced. 
Ar­ 
riv ing in front of the presidency palace 
cheer-» were g iv en for Senor Elduay on, 
minister of foreig n affairs. 
The premier 
did not inaks his appearance, and. tat 
cheers chang ed to howls and cut call? . Sud­ 
denly there arose a y ell and about twenty 
men ru hed from tin crowd to the palace, 
and scaling the 
balconies, fastened the 
national flag to tae building amid the shouts 
and cheers of the multitude.

tary and aristocratic clubs hung baiunrs and

pelled to jump from the windows to sav e 
their liv es. 
A lodg ing -house filled with 
people was attacked by the flames, and in 
spite of the heroic efforts of the fire brig ade 
to sav e the occupants a man and two child­ 
ren were burned to death.

PARIS’ PUBLIC SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 


T he A ba tto irs 
at L a V iile tte — A n 
E x ­ 
ten siv e E sta blishm e n t—C leanliness. 
[The Builder.] 
The abattoirs at La Viilette, which have 
replaced the analogous establishments scat­ 
tered throughout Paris, cover an irregular 
j-urface of nearly fifty acres, and the build­ 
ings cover about 55,000 square meters. 
The 
general aspect is rather imposing. 
The 
facade toward the Rue de Flandres shows a 
grille about twenty meters, interrupted by 
pilasters intended for allegorical groups. 
From the principal front six large avenues 
radiate intercepted by smaller cross ones. 
All the buildings have Cronij stone dress­ 
ings with filling of rough-dressed masonry 
or of brickwork. 
The partition walls are in 
hard brick, covered with Portland cement. 
The floors are of iron, covered with plastes 
and bitumen, the roofs entirely of tilea 
To give some idea of the importance of 
the abattoirs and of the service they ren­ 
der we may add that the work of the estab­ 
lishment occupies 150 slaughter houses con­ 
tained in eight groups of building?', that 
the 
dwellings 
for 
butchers 
and shep­ 
herds, etc., occupy ten blocks of buildings, 
and that the stalls can allow space for 2,000 
ox en, 7,000 sheep, 2,700 pigs and 2.000 
calves. 
Each year there is some new im­ 
provement in 
the general arrangement. 
Now it is a special railway to be made 
around the line cf enclosure, communicat­ 
ing with all the other railways radiating 
from Paris to the provinces; now another 
suspension railway is constructed for the 
quicker circulation of the meats, etc. 
Further on three large pavilions are occu­ 
pied in roasting pigs by gas, not to sp?ak of 
other structures for the cleansing of offal, 
the triperies, the blood store, the ex traction 
of albumen and animal oil, the preparation 
of calves’ heads and shoep’s feat, etc. 
For 
the purpose of having everywhere the indis­ 
pensable element of cleansing, water from 
the Marne and from the Ourey is received 
into sdx ty iron reservoirs which project into 
the establishment at ail poiuts. 
This is not 
all, for when the buildings are completely 
finished they will cover a space of 8 7,000 
meters and contain 311 slaughter houses, of 
which 170 only are at present at work. 
The works have cost up to this moment 
about IG.000,000 francs; 7,000,000 more will 
be required to complete them. 
The cattle 
market, which forms the complement to the 
abattoirs and opens on the Rued’Allemagne, 
was commenced in ISG7, and has <^st about 
19,000,000 francs.

live, and you will assuredly enjoy good 
health in R^me; but avoid Rome in August, 
September an 1 the beginning of October.

I am not among those 
who believe that railroads are in the em. 
to prove hurtful to commerce. 
They will 
if properly controlled, co-operate with 
other systems. 
There are circumstances 
that place them in antagonism with canals 
bat these may be obviated. 
Before the 
canals were made free it cost three times 
as much to carry cargoes from Chicago 
to New York as it did afterward. 
The 
balance of trade against our country be­ 
fore the removal of tolls was $800,000,000. 
After the canals had been made free in 
eight years the balance was $1,300,000,000 
in our fayor. 
The commerce of the ca­ 
nals has made us one of the most pros­ 
perous nations on the earth. 
We find 
that the wisest among us have fallen short 
in our estimates. 
For the past year or 
two our boatmen have been effected by 
the competition between railroads, and it 
has seriously embarrassed all who were 
engaged in commerce. 
At the close of 
this competition we find that the railroads 
have suffered more than the canals. 
If 
the men opposed to the canals desired 
their ruin they have failed in their object. 
A glance at the railroad stock lists will 
show that the enemies of the canal have 
been defeated, and they alone are the 
losers. 
I believe that there is a brighter outlook 
for the canals in the immediate future 
that will enable them to carry larger car 
goes and do business on more advan­ 
tageous terms. 
To-day you are here to 
declare with one voice that our canals 
must and shall be sustained. 
Men who 
seek to impair their usefulness or to des­ 
troy them must encpuntcr determined 
and earnest men who will sustain the ca­ 
nals and tbu 3 do their duty to their coun­ 
try. 
Never in the history of the country 
was any act so beneficial as that which 
struck off the tax on commerce. 
Some 
nations in Europe taxed it and won our 
dislike, but what was that to our impos­ 
ing 
a 
tariff on 
our own products? 
The Constitution does not allow this. 
Y” et we thought we would have addition­ 
al prosperity in our State by tolling com­ 
merce. 
We released the railroads from 
taxes, but kept them ou our canals for a 
long time. 
I feel confident that this con 
ference will strengthen the hopes of all 
friends of the canal. 
It will let enemies 
of the canal see that they can not hope 
to succeed against the efforts of earnest 
men who know’ the value of the canals to 
commerce. 
There may be, of course, 
honest differences of opinion, but there 
should be no difference as to the great 
end in view. 
We mean to have our ef­ 
forts felt, and in the end the State, Na­ 
tion and all the people will be benefitted.
